THE NATIONAL CAPITAL TERRITORY OF DELHI LAWS 
( SPECIAL PROVISIONS) ORDINANCE, 2007 

(ORDINANCE No. 6 OF 2007) 
Promulgated by the President in the Fifty - eighth Year of the Republic of India 


An Ordinance to make special provisions for the National Capital Territory 

of Delhi for a further period of one year and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto . 


WHERBAS there had been phenomenal increase in the population of the 
National Capital Territory of Delhi owing to migration and other factors 
resulting in tremendous pressure on land and infrastructure leading to encroach 
ment or unauthorised developments which are not inconsonance with the concept 
of planned development as provided in the Master Plan of Delhi, 2001 and the 
relevant Acts and building bye- laws made thereunder ; Sus 

AND WHEREAS,Master Plan of Delhi, 2001 has been extensively modified and 
notified by the Central Government on the 7th February 2007 with the perspective 
for the year 2021 keeping in view the emerging new dimensions in urban develop 
ment vis - a -vis the social, financial and other ground realities ; 
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AND WHEREAS, Master Plan of Delhi with the perspective for the year 2021 
specifically provides for strategies for housing for urban poor as well as to deal 
with the informal sector ; 

AND WHEREAS, a revised policy for relocation and rehabilitation of slum 
dwellers in the National Capital Territory of Delhi is also under consideration of 
the Central Government ; 

AND WHEREAS, a strategy and a scheme has been prepared by the local 
authorities in the National Capital Territory of Delhi for regulation of urban 
street vendors in accordance with the national policy for Urban Street Vendors ! 
Master Plan for Delhi, 2021; 

AND WHEREAS, some time is required for making orderly arrangements in 
accordance with the revised policy for relocation and rehabilitation of slum 
dwellers of Delhi as well as for putting in place the scheme for regulation of 
urban street vendors in terms of the Master Plan of Delhi, 2021 and also the 
national policy in this regard ; 


AND WHERBAS, the Central Government is yet to take a considered view on the 
the Policy regarding existing farm houses involving construction beyond lackiidassa 
permissible building limits and regarding schools , dispensaries , religious institu 
tions and cultural institutions in rural areas built on agricultural land , inter alia , Stasy 
in the light of recommendations of the Expert Committees constituted by the 
Central Government in the year 2006 ;

*** AND WHEREAS, the Delhi Laws (Special Provisions) Act, 2006 was enacted on 

the 19th May 2006 to make special provisions for the areas of Delhi for a period 
of one year which lapsed on the 18th May 2007 ; 


AND WHEREAS, it is expendient to have a law in terms of the Master Plan 
of Delhi, 2021, in continuation of the said Act for a further period of one year to 
provide temporary relief and to minimize avoidable hardship and irreparable 
loss to the people of the National Capital Territory of Delhi against any action 
by the concerned agency in respect of persons covered by the policies referred to 
above which are expected be finalised within the period so extended ; 


AND WHBRBAS, Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action to give continued effect to the plan , scheme and policies aforesaid ; 


NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (1 ) of 
Articles 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 


1. (1 ) This Ordinance may be called the National Capital Territory of Delhi 
Laws (Special Provisions ) Ordinance, 2007.

3. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in any relevant law or any rules , 
regulations or bye- laws made thereunder, the CentralGovernment shall within 
a period of one year of the coming into effect of this Ordinance , take all possible 
measures to finalise norms, policy guidelines and feasible strategies to deal with 

za 
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the problem of encroachment or unauthorised development in the form of 
encroachment by slum dwellers and Jhuggi -Thompri Clusters, hawkers and urban 
street vendors, existing farm houses involving constructiop beyond permissible 
building limits , and schools , dispensaries, religious institutions, cultural 
institutions in rural areas built on agricultural land , as mentioned below : 

(a ) policy for relocation and rehabilitation of slum dwellers and Jhuggi 
Jhompri clusters in accordance with provisions of Master Plan of Delhi, 2021 
to ensure development of Delhi jn a sustainable, planned and humaned manner ; 

(b) strategy for regulation of urban street vendors inconsonance with 
the national policy for urban street vendors and hawkers as provided in 
Master Plan of Delhi. 2021 ;

(d ) policy regarding schools, dispensaries, religious institutions, cultural 
institutions, in rural areas built on agricultural land . 

(2) Subject to the provisions contained in sub -section ( 1) and notwithstanding 
any judgment, decree or order of any court, status quo as on the 1st day of 
January, 2006 shall be maintained in respect of encroachment cr unauthorised 
development mentioned in sub -section (1). 

(3) All notices issued by any local authority for initiating action against 
encroachment or unauthorised development referred to in sub - section (1), shall 
be deemed to have been suspended and no punitive action shall be taken during 
the said period of one year. 


(4) Notwithstanding any other provision contained in this Ordinance , the 
Central Government may , at any time before expiry of one year, withdraw the 
exemption by notification , in respect of encroachment or unauthorised develop 
ment mentioned in sub -section (2 ) or sub - section (3., as the case may be .

4. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, no relief shall be 
available under the provisions of Section 3 in respect of the following encroach 
ment or unauthorised development, namely : 

(a ) encroachment on public land except in those cases which are covered 
under clauses (a ) and (b ) of sub - section (1 ) of Section 3 ; 
Titulos ( ) removal of slums and Jhuggi-Jhompri dwellers and hau kers and urban 

street vendors, in accordance with the relevant policies afproved by the 
Central Government for clearance of land required for specific public projects. 

5. The Central Government may , from time to time, issue such directions to 
the local authorities as it may deem fit , for giving effect to the provisions of this 
Ordinance and it shall be the duty of the local authorities , to comply with 
such directions.
